We claim: 

1. A method of treating a reversible obstructive air-

condition the nebulized contents of an ampoule of car- 
bun dioxide permeable plastics material filled with a 
unit dose of an aqueous pharmaceutical solution con- 
23 luining, us active ingredient, from 0.1 to w/v of 
9-ethyl-6,9-dihydi*o-4,6M3iojLO-10-propyI-4H- 
pynuio(3,2-5)qiiiDoline-2,8-dic&rboxyliu acid or a phar- 
maceutical] y acceptable salt thereof, the isolation hav- 
ing a pH of 3.5 to 6.0. 

2. The method of treatment according to claim 1. 
wherein the concentration of the active ingredient in 
the solution is from 0.1 to 1.0% w/v. 

3. The method of treatment according to claim 1. 

wherein the active ingredient is nedocromil sodium.
